SPEAKS TO GRADUATING CLASS 


Rushville Man Pleads For Elimina- 


tion of Useless Rules of Plead- 


ing and Practice. 


The simplification of the rules of 


pleading and practice of law is the 
greatest need of our courts today, ac- 
cording to Chief Douglas Morris of 
the Indiana Supreme Court who made 
the principal address at a banquet- 
given at the Claypool Hotel last night 
under the auspices of the graduating 
class of the American Central Law 
School, says the Indianapolis Star. 
Judge Morris put forward a general 
plan for the eradication of the mass 
of technicalities which now envelop 
the procedure as follows: 


"1..Adopt, in substance, the Eng- 


lish system of pleading. This is no 
experiment. 
It 
has 
succeeded in 


England, in Connecticut, and as ap- 
plied to estate claims in Indiana. 


"2. Reduce the time limit of taking 


appeals to the Appellate 
courts in 


eivil case? from cue year to three 
months. 


"3. Provide that no point on ob- 


jections made to instructions 
given 


the jury by the trial court shall be 
presented on appeal 
that was not 


specifically stated in writing in the 
lower court before the return of the 
verdict. 


"4. So amend our statute relative 


to appeals on reserved questions of 
law. as to make it effective. 
Other 


Stales, notably Massachusetts, have 
such laws, and the saving of expense 
of litigants, and of time, to lawyers 
and courts, can scarcely be overes- 
timated.

ation of useless rules of pleading and 
practice will usher in the millennium."

devisc'd by which a jumble of evi- 


dence can be fed into one end of a 
judicial hopper and

law is not an exact science. 


At the best, the rules of substanta- 
tive law are complex, and for that 
very reason, if for no other, the me- 
chanical part

They Now May Go Beyond the 


Guantanamo Reserve, 


MR, TAFT'S ANSWER TO GOMEZ 


While Assuring the Island Govern- 


ment That Dispatch of Armed Forces 
to Cuban Waters Did Not Mean In- 
tervention, Authority 
Was Given 


Colonel Karmany to Land His Ma- 
rines If He Deems It Necessary. 


Washington, May 28.—Communica- 


tions exchanged between President 
T*tt and President Gomez in the last 
twenty-four hours have demonstrated 
the fact that this government is firm- 
ly determined to afford all protection 
necessary to the American interests 
in Cuba and American citizens in that 
island, and only prompt restoration of 
order by the Cuban government can 
now keep United States marines out 
of the territory of that republic. Either 
Gomez must check the negro revolt or 
the United States will protect its own. 
Colonel Karmany now has authority 
to send his marines beyond the Guan 
tanamo reserve if he deems it neces- 
sary after arrival there. 


Replying to the Gomez note pro- 


testing against the naval demonstra- 
tion in the vicinity of Cuba, President 
Taft assured the Cuban executive that 
the measures taken were not for the 
purpose of intervention in Cuba by 
the United States. At the same time 
the Taft note to Gomez did not pledge 
the United States not to Intervene. 
It simply asserted that intervention 
was not now Intended by this govera- 
ifent.

Natural Dislike For Sparrows 


Causes War to Be Made on Them 


It has been a good many years 


since the English sparrows were popu 
lar in Bushville, if they ever were.' 
Some of the oldest men living; in the 
city, who well remember when Rush- j 
ville was but a small village, say the 
sparrows have always been unpopu- 
lar so far as they know. 


These birds have grown 
in dis- 


favor more than ever this year and 
it would not be surprising if a deter- 
mined effort would be made during 
the coming winter months to rid the 
city of at least several thousand of 
the little brown fighters. These birds 
are known as the king of fighters 
among the smaller feathered crea- 
tures of the air. They have not won 
their distinction as individuals. A 
single sparrow never engages in a 
fight with another species of bird, but 
a number of them will attack almost 
any bird that spends the summer in 
this part of the country. 


There are millions of the little 


brown sparrows and they make life 
for other birds very hard in this part 
of the state. They destroy nests, kill 
the young, fight the old birds 
and 


take up the majority of the best 
places for nests for the raising of 
their own young. The robin, thrush, 
blue jay, and other birds that once 
were to be found in great numbers 
are gradually leaving. The sparrows 
are taking things in their own sweet 
way and doing all they can to drive 
out the others. 


There are many persons in Rush- 


ville who love the native birds and 
dislike the sparrows. Houses have 
been put up for the wrens, robins and 
other desirable birds to nest in and 
the sparrows have taken possession 


iif them and driven -the other birds 
away from the homes that have been 
furnished them. This has caused the 
dislike for the sparrows to grow by 
leaps and bounds with the result a 
number of persons have declared was 
against the fighters aird many hun- 
dreds of them will be killed next win- 
ter. 


The Sparrows remain in the'north 


during the winter, while the other 
birds migrate to the south. It then 
becomes an easy matter to feed the 
sparrows a quantity of poison in food 
that can be left for them and kill 
them in great numbers. For several 
years many farmers throughout this 
part of the state have poisoned grain 
and bread crumbs and killed a great 
many of the birds. 


The practice promises to, become 


more general this year and it is be- 
lieved the next few summers will see 
a return of many of the native birds, 
which have become almost extinct. 
And those that do come will find bet- 
ter opportunities of getting a living 
and for raising their young. The 
change of conditions in Indiana will 
spread rapidly and in a few years 
thousands of the birds will come this 
way. 
The .method of killing off the 


sparrows can be continued indefinite- 
ly until fheir ranks have been reduced 
until they will no longer be a pest. 


Last winter a number of leagues 


were formed in this part of the state 
and a determined fight against the 
sparrows was started. Members of 
the society expect to begin killing off 
the sparrows much earlier this winter 
than last and greatly reduce their 
ranks.

Mr. Taft hardly had headed for the 
door, hundreds were following close 
on his heels.

were able to hold the crowd in check, 
but then the momentum became too 
great and the president was rushed 
along as if propelled by a flying wedge.'

THE COFFEE SUIT IN POINT 


Ambasador Da Gama in an Address 


Before the Pan-American Union at 
WWeh Secretary Knox Was Present, 
Hints Gravely That the Position of 
the United States in Valorization 
Suits, Threatens Long Friendship. 


New York, May 28.—Speaking last 


night at the Waldorf at a dinner of the 
Pan-American union, the Brazilian am- 
bpssador made some vehement and 
frank remarks about the government's 
coffee suit. 


Ambassador Domiclo Da Gama made 


his remarks at the end of a speech 
which kept the. diners .laughing, and 
they scarcely knew what to make of 
it when he dropped into a serious tone 
and attacked the government's suit to 
Obtain possession of Brazil's coffee 
now held in South Brooklyn. 
• They gasped a bit when he was 
through and then when they realized 
that the slender Brazilian, sitting at 
table with the secretary of state and 
many other diplomatic representatives 
had the courage to say what he 
thought, they gave him a round of 
hand-clapping. 


In his address the ambassador said: 


"I had intended to tell you all that, or 
at least a part, when my hopes for no 
new error in our commercial relations 
received a blow with the indorsement 
by the government of the United 
States of the somewhat arbitrary and 
quite revolutionary doctrine of paying 
for other people's merchandise net the 
price they ask for it, but the price the- 
United States—I mean the America:; 
merchant—wants to pay for it. 


"It is a brand new doctrTr.e and the 


.United States has been disposed to en- 
force it. often at the sacrifice of Ions 
standing friendship. 
In their eager- 


ness to establish their right 'to meddle 
with the property of a foreign state, 
certain officials of this government 
went so far as to proclaim before an 
American court of justice the forfeit- 
ure of the sovereignty of that foreign 
state and this with no thoughtfulness 
of the consideration due to a friendly 
state."

Fate of Weekly Wage Law in 


Balance Today. 


ITS OPPONENTS ARE HOPEFUL 


If the Miners of the Indiana Field Ap- 


prove the Agreement Which Waives 
the Demand For Weekly Pay, the 
Present Law May Be So Weakened, 
Its Opponents Say, as to Pave Way 
For Demand For Repeal. 


Indianapolis, May 28.—According to 


a member of the union living in this 
citj', who has received several letters 
from men in the mines, fear that the 
approval of the proposed agreement 
between miners and operators in the 
Indiana field would greatly weaken 
the weekly wage law and possibly lead 
to its repeal by the next legislature 
will probably cut some figure in the 
miners' vote today. 
For twelve 


years the miners of the state worked 
in behalf of the passage of the weekly 
wage act, the first one passed being 
declared unconstitutional because it 
applied only to mining companies and 
was class legislation. 
The 1911 act 


is more general in its scope, .applying 
to manufacturing as well as mining 
companies. 


The yeekly wage law applies, how- 


ever, only if employes demand its ap- 
plication. 
The 1911 -bill was passed 


largely at the Insistence of representa- j 
tives of the miners, and it was well I 


against applying it in their own cases, 
is the fear expressed by some who are 
fighting ratification ef the Indiana 
agreement.
